“But God . . .” 


What glowing hope that little phrase, 
‘But God . . .” brings into life! When 
it appears in Scripture, it is like an

Cal illness; ‘like a sudden break in the 
louds or the lifting of fog, like the first

breath of wind on a dead, calm sea, or a 
blazed trail picked up again Jn a forest. 
In a cheering, heart-warming message 
given this spring at THE Sunpay ScHOOL 
Trmes Monday prayer meeting, Mr. Ger- 
ald Gregson, now of the Scripture Union 
in Canada, but formerly chief of chap- 
lains of the Royal Canadian Air Force, 
referred briefly to that phrase and rec- 
ommended further study of it. He spoke 
of how it had often helped him. It 
marks the transition from spiritual death 
to eternal life, from utter helplessness 
to abounding strength in Christ, from 
being “under the circumstances” to be- 
ing above them. “My flesh and my heart 
faileth,” said David, “but God is the 
strength of my heart, and my portion 
for ever” (Psa. 73:26). What Christian 
worker does not know the overwhelming 
feeling of that first:complaint? Yet it 
is the privilege of every servant of the 
Lord t@know the uplift of looking away 
to Him. See how that arresting thought 
marks out sharp changes in Scripture: 
we were without strength and ungodly, 
“But God commendeth his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us” (Rom. 5:8); we were 
dead in trespasses and sins, dominated 
by the world and the Prince of the 
power of the air and the lust of our 
flesh, “But God, who is rich in mercy

. quickened us together with Christ” 
(Eph. 2:2-5); we had no hope and were 
without God, “But now in Christ Jesus 
ye ... are made nigh by the blood of 
Christ” (v. 13); our flesh would naturally 
produce a hideous crop of works, “But 
the fruit of the Spirit is...” (Gal. 5:22). 
Scripture shows us plainly, and we learn 
by hard experience, that we are not 
capable of serving the Lord, “But our 
sufficiency is of God” (2 Cor. 3:5); most 
Christian workers cannot save much “for 
a rainy day” — “But my God shall supply 
all your need according to his riches in 
glory by Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:19). 
Joseph’s brethren had no good intentions 
toward him, but he trusted God through 
all his trials and as he looked back he 
said, “So now it was not you that sent 
me hither, but God” (Gen. 45:8). In 
the storm on the lake the disciples were 


almost in despair, “But straightway 
Jesus spake unto them ., .” (Matt. 14: 
27), amd soon all was well. Even the 


great Apostle Paul was troubled about 
certain details of his travels, but twice 
he said, “But I trust in the Lord” (Phil, 
2:19, 24). We ought never to confront 
the trials of life, or wrestle with its 
problems, or make important decisions 
without remembering the mercy, love, 
wisdom, and power that lie hidden in 
that little phrase, “But God... .”

being presented in the Sunday school 
literature of many of our Protestant de- 
nominations today. It is not, of course, 
that these views are new and surpris- 
ing. On the contrary, there has been 
no fundamental change in the “critical” 
interpretation of the Bible in more than 
half a century. Already at the turn of 
the century, the basic conclusions of the 
critics regarding the Old Testament (the 
late date and composite authorship of 
the Pentateuch, few if any of the Psalms 
Davidic, two or more Isaiahs, Chronicles 
late and unreliable, Daniel a Maccabean 
apocalypse [pseudo-prophecy], Jonah and 
Esther “stories” with little or no histori- 
cal basis) were being very confidently 
asserted, as. were the claims that the 
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Pastoral Epistles are not Pauline and 
that the Fourth Gospel is not by the 
Apostle John and not historically trust- 
worthy. These teachings were gradu- 
ally finding their way into the colleges, 
universities, and theological seminaries 
of this country, being highly commended 
as representing the “best [European, 
notably German] scholarship.” The 
critics were confident that their views 
would prevail; and they did not hesitate 
to make their acceptance the test and 
hallmark of true scholarship. “All 
scholars are agreed” was their confident 
and constant assertion. 

But there was a serious drawback, 
which made this confident boasting seem 
somewhat premature, to say ‘the least. 
About twenty-five years ago a professor 
in Manchester, England, writing in the 
British Weekly asserted that as far as 
England was concerned, “the battle is 
over.” All of the best scholarship was, 
he declared, on the side of the critics. 
But in saying this he made a rather 
damaging and humiliating confession. 
“We are afraid it is no exaggeration to 
say that probably five-sixths of the Old 
Testament teaching given in the Sunday 
schools of this country [England] last 
Sunday was based on the presupposi- 
tions of fifty or a hundred years ago”; 
that is, was what we are accustomed to 
call Biblical or conservative instead of 
critical. Quite recently another English 
scholar (Canon Richardson), who is 
equally confident that the conclusions of 
the critics are “truth as assured as any- 
thing can be in the sphere of literary 
research,” felt obliged to confess and 
deplore the fact that “there still remains 
a problem of distribution: large masses 
of the population unfortunately know 
nothing at all about the Bible and how 
it was written, and the door is still open 
to all kinds of superstition and misuse,” 
which is equivalent to saying that the 
conclusions of the critics and their 
method of studying the Bible are still 
very far from being generally accepted 
by the rank and file of Christians. 

This fact, and we hope and believe 
that it is a fact, will explain and account 
for the vigorous effort which is now 
being made to use the Sunday schools 
and other educational channels of the 
Protestant churches to indoctrinate the 
children of the church and their parents 
with the conclusions of the critics. In 
doing this the critics are simply fol- 
lowing the most up-to-date technique. 
Lenin and Mussolini, Hitler and Stalin, 
all made the discovery that the secret 
of successful propaganda is to control 
the education of the children. The critics 
have simply taken a leaf out of their 
book, In many or most of the leading de- 
nominations of Protestantism, they have 
secured control of all the channels of 
education; and they are using them in 
a way which has long been a character- 
istic of their technique: to present only 
one side of the question, to ignore those 
who differ from them, to make asser- 
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tions instead of offering proof, to insist 
that they alone are truly scientific and 
imbued with the truly modern spirit. 
And, sad to say, the Sunday school les- 
sons are just the field for such dogmatic, 
one-sided treatment of matters that are 
of importance both to faith and life. A 
teacher is supposed to teach; a pupil is 
supposed to learn, If the teacher is 
biased and misrepresents or distorts the 
facts, the pupil is in no position to con- 
tradict him. If he were, the role of 
teacher and pupil would be reversed. 
And the younger the child, the more 
likely is he to accept the statements of 
the teacher without question and to re- 
ceive impressions which will go with him 
throughout life. 

The article, referred to in one of the 
letters, which appeared in the Adult 
Teacher of the Methodist Church for 
July, 1949, is simply one of many ex- 
amples of this method of presenting the 
critical view of the Bible. It states the 
all too familiar conclusions of the critics, 
but with very little evidence to support 
them. Thus we are told, “For example, 
it was generally accepted that Moses 
wrote the entire Pentateuch.” This 
view “was” held, but it is now quite 
out-of-date. For, “instead of being the 
work of one author, we now know that 
the Pentateuch is a compilation from 
various sources that were written from 
time to time during the long course of 
Israel’s history in Palestine after the 
time of Moses.” The reader will note 
the confident “we now know.” There 
is no if, perhaps, possibly, probably, 
about it. The critics “now know” and 
have long been insisting that they know. 

So let us take as a single example — 
for we cannot go into details—one of 
the confident assertions of the critics. 
Since the seventies of the last century 
they have asserted that Leviticus.forms 
the greater part of the latest of the legal 
codes (P) in the Pentateuch. They re- 
gard this code as exilic or post-exilic. 
Glance through it; and what do you 
find? About thirty-five times this im- 
pressive phrase occurs, “the Lord spake 
unto Moses, saying.” Of the twenty- 
seven chapters of the book, nineteen be-

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Saving Children Through the Christian Day School 





Shall they be trained to believe in evolution or the Bible? 


DAY thousands of God-fearing 
parents are giving their children 
a good start in life by sending them 
to Christian day schools. Members of 
evangelical churches wanting their chil- 
dren to get a Christian education have 
panded together under the leadership of 
the National Association of Christian 
Schools. Mr. Mark Fakkema, a sturdy 
six-footer of Holland extraction, is head- 
ing up this new group. 

Born in the State of Michigan, Mr. 
Fakkema. received his training in Cal- 
yin College, the University of Michigan, 
and the University of Chicago. Being 
aman of practical convictions, he says, 
“The mighty works wrought for us by 
God in and through Christ must be real- 
ized in us by the regenerating Spirit of 
God.” 

After teaching in the public school 
for one year, he was the principal of 
the Chicago Christian High School for 
eight years. Then, seasoned with an 
additional twenty-one years as general 
secretary of the National Union of Chris- 
tian Schoois, he came to head this new 
organization, the National Association of 
Christian Schools, where he is rounding 
out his third year as educational director. 

The movement to organize Christian 
schools, where the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ is honored, was recently 
given additional impetus by the First 
Christian Educational Conference held 
in the Park Street Church, Boston, on 
October 25 to 30, 1949. Speakers from 
far and near championed the cause of 
Christian education in this great his- 
torie church of which Dr. Harold J, 
Ockenga is pastor.

one place parents sent their child to the 
public school. Being a beginner, the 
child thought that her school was like 
her Christian home. When the teacher 
asked the children what they would like 
to sing, this little girl said, “Jesus loves 
me, this I know.” The teacher answered, 
“We can’t sing that here.” The next 
morning the parents took their young- 
ster to the Christian school. 

As educational director of the N.A.CS., 
Mr. Fakkema’s job falls into three divi- 
sions. He organizes schools, gives 
courses in the Philosophy of Christian 
School Activity, and takes care of a 
voluminous correspondence. 

The great volume of mail coming to 
the home office at 542 South Dearborn 
St., Chicago, brings to this energetic 
director of the Christian school move- 
ment every conceivable problem con- 
nected with school management. A pub- 
lic school teacher in Michigan writes: 
“We are asking the Lord to give us a 
Christian school in this city. We would 
appreciate any pamphlets, tracts, or in- 
formation you could give us on how to 
go about such an organization. We have 
a great God, and we believe such a step 
would be to His glory.” In addition to 
answering scores of letters of this type, 
he also publishes a monthly news letter. 
This publication is full of human inter- 
est stories and factual information of 
concern to teachers and administrators. 

Organizing Christian schools is a vital 
part of his job. Responding to calls 
from parent groups, he travels from one 
end of the country to another, acquaint- 
ing interested people with the problems 
they face. If the local church is inter- 
ested in starting a school, a steering 
committee is formed to draw up a con- 
stitution, Using a model constitution fur- 
nished by the N.A.C.S, as a working 
basis, the committee fills in to meet local

needs. After the constitution is adopted 
the committee disbands. ; 

Then a school board is elected accord- 
ing to the approved constitution. It is 
the responsibility of the new board to 
get the school started. Carrying on an 
aggressive promotional campaign and 
getting the support of the whole com- 
munity is its job. It must also get prom- 
ises of the number of children that will 
be sent; and get definite amounts of 
money pledged in the form of tuition 
and donations. Hiring teachers of defi- 
nite evangelical convictions is also part 
of the board’s work, 

In one community, a Christian teacher 
felt led to open a School for her own 
and her neighbors’ children. She made 
her home a school and the dining room a 
classroom. She did the whole job her- 
self without a school board and without 
a salary. Three years ago she started 
with 4 pupils and is now looking for- 
ward to having 36 next year! 

In the spring of 1949, Wheaton College 
asked Mr. Fakkema te teach a 32-hour 
course on the Philosophy of Christian 
School Activity. Christian colleges, in- 
cluding Wheaton, are sponsoring the 
course and giving credit to those taking 
it. He has already given a number of 
these courses in Goshen College; Phoenix, 
Ariz.; Meade, Kans.; Trenton, N, J.; Co- 
lumbia Bible College; and Bob’ Jones 
University. Several hundred attended 
these lectures, 


A Teacher Placement Bureau 

The N.A.C.S. distributes the following 
literature: “How to Train Children Mor- 
ally,” 32 pages; “How to Educate Chil- 
dren Mentally,” 32 pages; “Christian 
Schools and How to Organize Them,” 
6 pages; “The Most Neglected Mission 
Field,” 4 pages; “O Sleeper, Arise,” 4 
pages; and “Popular Objections to the 
Christian School,” 6 pages. 

It also distributes the excellent pam- 
phlet, “Christian Education Against Mod- 
ern Paganism,” by Bishop Leslie. R. 
Marston. After surveying the evil ef- 
fects of godlessness in living and in edu- 
cation, Dr. Marston says: “The sturdy 
faith of our fathers has been watered 
down to a spineless tolerance of error. 
Streams, which for ages have swept on 
within their clearly etched banks, have 
of late flattened out into marshes with- 
out banks and without current, but stag- 
nant, green scummed, foul-smelling.” 

Operating a teacher placement bureau 
is also one of the services of the Na- 
tional Association of Christian Schools.

came to Boston to hold evange- 

listic meetings and a large taber- 
nacle was built for him not far from 
the Clarendon Street Baptist Church. 
Many drunkards were converted, joined 
that church, and held “redeemed men’s 
meetings” for the help of others in sim- 
ilar plight. In order to provide shelter 
and food for such the Boston Industrial 
Temporary Home was established, which 
is still going strong. 

For a number of years this enterprise 
was a heavy burden on the shoulders of 
its president, Dr. A. J, Gordon, the pas- 
tor of Clarendon Street Church. Then 
one summer when on his vacation, he 
went into the woods alone daily and 
sought the Lord’s help. It came. 

On a September morning, when back 
in Boston, he received a letter request- 
ing him to call at a downtown office. 
This he did, and found an aged, 
wizened man in skull cap—a lawyer, 
who, incidentally, happened to be a Uni- 
tarian — who was closing up his accounts 
and making his will. He wanted to know 
about the Industrial Home; thought it a 
good method of helping men; and finally 
made out a check for it to the amount 
‘of $13,000. 

This lifted the mortgage, repaired the 
building, and established the work on a 
satisfactory foundation. During the in- 
tervening years since, thousands of hard- 
‘pressed, disheartened men have been 
helped. Yesterday I received the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“You will be interested to know that 
through a gift of General Charles G. 
Dawes and his associates in Chicago, we 
recently acquired the Dawes Hotel near 
by us. It is a spacious, fireproof struc- 
ture, and, when it is thoroughly reno- 
vated and adequately equipped, it will 
give us at least 250 more beds. We are 
‘building a beautiful chapel on the first 
floor to be known as the A. J. Gordon 
Memorial Chapel. Strangely enough, 
Gordon College which has also outgrown 
its accommodation was awarded a vast 
estate in Beverly [Mass.]. Is it not very 
apparent that the dynamic, spiritual 
presence of your wonderful father is still 
operating here and in a very definite 
way? Another striking coincidence in 
our recent acquisition is the fact that the 
man who had the last word in making 
the gift possible was Gordon Daly. 
[Named after A. J. Gordon?] Then again 
my associate here in the work, Joseph 
E. Pouliot, is a student in Gordon Col- 
lege and recently ordained, so that when 
I go Home to meet your Dad and the 
many others whom I have loved and lost 
awhile, this work will still be operated 
by one who owes his spiritual attain- 
ments to the Gordon influence.

The late Mr. Daniel Frisch, former 
president of the Zionist Organization of 
America, made eloquent plea against 
British rearming of the Arab states and 
against our Department of State’s as- 
sent to it. He quoted the Israel Gov- 
ernment spokesman to this effect: 

“Mr. Acheson defends the shipment of 
arms to Arab states on the ground that 
they are being supplied under treaty 
obligations and intended merely for the 
maintenance of internal law and order 
and reasonable requirements of self- 
defense. This explanation is hardly 
borne out by the type of arms recently 
supplied. It is difficult to assert that, 
for the maintenance of internal law and 
order, the Egyptian Government requires 
destroyers, submarines, dozens of Vam- 
pire and Meteor jet planes, large quan- 
tities of the heaviest type of tanks and 
artillery, as well as many tens of thou- 
sands of automatic rifles, much of this 
from American surplus in Europe, The 
possession of these large quantities of 
modern arms may clearly facilitate re- 
newed aggression against Israel. This 
danger is all the greater in the light of 
innumerable statements which appear in 
the Egyptian-Arab press generally, indi- 
cating the scarcely veiled intention of 
resuming hostilities against Israel when- 
ever circumstances are favorable. .. . 

“I say to the State Department,” con- 
tinues Mr. Frisch, “stop the shipment of 
war materials to the Arabs now. Don’t 
wait until the first crash of the bomb 
falls upon the quiet evening air of the 
cities and settlements of Israel. If the 
State Department is so firmly convinced 
of the peaceful intentions of the Arab 
states, why not have the United States 
guarantee the security of Israel against 
any attack. ... The Marshall Plan and 
Marshall funds were never intended to 
fuel the engine of war against Israel.” 


The American Leprosy Missions con- 
tributes $60,000 for the supply of sul- 
phone derivatives for leprosy treatment. 
Dr. Cochrane, its India Medical Secre- 
tary, has long been carrying on research 
to find a cheaper and less toxic sulphone. 
He recommends the British Sulphatrone, 
which can be dissolved in water, is 
searcely toxic at all, and costs but one- 
tenth as much. 

It is said that in Nigeria 300,000 are 
leprosy sufferers. In every ordinary 
gathering of seventy-five or more, some 
with leprosy are present. At the open- 
ing of every new school session, the 
physical examination of pupils - reveals 
some to be refused admission for~ this 
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reason. When the farming season comes 
and every able-bodied man and woman 
takes his or her hoe and goes to the 
field to work, the woman with leprosy 
in many cases cares for the small chil. 
dren. 

We hardly realize the extent of this 
dreadful disease. In Korea, there are 
scores of leper villages. One doctor in 
going from Soonchun to Fusan passed 
sixteen villages where every person in 
them was a leper. 


Along with the 7,000 Jews, who have 
been evacuated from Iran to Palestine, 
are thousands of Jewish Yemenites from 
Arabia; also a considerable North Af- 
rican invasion, some 28,000 Jews from 
Morocco, Tunis, and Algeria. North Af- 
rican Jewry numbers 450,000 “who could 
be a great [military?] asset to Israel.” 
Among them are a fair number of pro- 
fessional men — teachers, scholars, skilled 
workers, and other qualified people, 
Their young are running the machinery 
of some eleven collective farms, 

The Yemenites come from centuries of 
degradation and servitude under the heel 
of Islam, in sordid and hungry settle. 
ments. Their Jewish faith has. been 
transmitted from father to son, and they 
have all along looked for a Messiah to 
come and a good angel who would take 
them on his wings and carry them to the 
country named “in the Books.” Lately 
they have burst out of their settlements 
and, with women and children, sick 
and old, made exodus to Aden to go 
thence to Israel. Hundreds died on the 
way of exhaustion. 

In Aden camps, naked or in rags; ver- 
min-infested, under a burning sun, they 
waited their turn for passage to. the 
Promised Land. They have been trans- 
ported by airplane, a modern version of 
the Good Angel, deloused, shaved, 
bathed, given good clothes, taught to 
eat properly, treated for malaria,~ skin 
diseases, and blindness, and given work 
on the land. . Presently they will be 
talking Hebrew instead of their queer 
dialect. “All Israel are brethren!” in- 
deed and this is being demonstrated. 


Hundreds of Hebrew classes are held 
in every town, village, and immigrant 
camp. Stevedore and intellectual, Yem- 
enite and European, sit side by side 
intently listening and learning hard-to- 
know Hebrew well and soon. Actually 
they learn it amazingly fast, and their 
children do not speak anything else. 
Ralph Kaplan writes in New Palestine 
from Jerusalem: 

“And so we live in a country of many 


contrasts, of ever-changing scenery, lit- 


erally and metaphorically speaking. We 
live in a melting pot in which the in- 
gathered exiles are “reshaped. We live 
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in streets at the end of the town till 
one morning we notice an entirely new 
suburb springing from the sand. We 
pear all the languages spoken in the 
world, bearing witness to the dispersion 
of the Jews, but above all, there is one 
Janguage we all speak in common — 
Israel. And there is one hope we all 


_have in common — no more persecution, 


“The message that goes out to all lands 
in all languages is a message of happi- 
ness, the sweet happiness of being home 
after a long and weary journey.” 


Efforts are being made both in Canada 
and in Mexico looking to the appoint- 
ment of a representative to the Vatican. 
In Mexico, this is not in the least likely 
since for nearly a hundred years there 
has been no such representation. Mean- 
while Mr. Taylor has left Rome for 
good. Let us hope that this violation of 
our Constitution and our legislation will 
finally cease. The Converted Catholic 
calls attention to the laws of Congress 
in the matter. In 1847, President Polk 
appointed, for commercial reasons, a 
chargé d’affaires at the Vatican which 
office was, in 1854, raised to minister- 
resident. Because of Catholic intoler- 
ance in Rome, leading men, among them 
Horace Greeley, protested against the 
step: In 1867, Thaddeus Stevens intro- 
duced an amendment to appropriation 
legislation which read: 

“Whereas it is beneath the dignity and 
contrary to justice that this nation 
should be represented at any Court or 
Government which prohibits free wor- 
ship by American citizens, within its 
jurisdiction, of the Christian religion, 
and whereas the Roman Government has 
lately ordered the American churches 
to be removed outside the city; and 
prohibited the free exercise by them of 
the Christian religion therein, therefore 
to money hereby appropriated shall be 
paid for the support of the United States 
Legation at Rome or for the future ex- 
penses of such Legation.” 

The following day Congressman Wil- 
liam E. Dodge asked for the reading of 
a letter from Dr. Irenaeus Prime, then 
in Rome, which described the Vatican’s 
order for the suppression of other Pres- 
byterian churches in the city, and 
“which placed their ministers in the 
power of the Inquisition both for arrest 
andimprisonment.” This so stirred Con- 
aess that, early in 1867, it voted over- 
whelmingly for the following clause: 

“No money hereby, or otherwise, ap- 
Propriated shall be paid for the support 
af the American Legation at Rome from 
and after June 30, 1867.” 

On February 28, 1867, a law was en- 
acted by Congress that permanently 
tlsed the American Legation at Rome. 

bis'this law that Roosevelt violated in 

@ssence when he sent Mr. Taylor to 
Rome and which Mr. Taylor has violated 
continuously for ten long years, 

Few are aware that this incident has 
Ms counterpart in Britain. The Church- 
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man’s Magazine says: “The appoint- 
ment of an Envoy to the Vatican was 
made, unknown to Parliament, in De- 
cember 1914, and was excused as a tem- 
porary wartime expedient. The present 
representative was appointed in 1947 by 
the Labor government. .. . Who are 
responsible for the arranging of Princess 
Margaret to see the Pope? It was dis- 
graceful to see a British princess robed 
like a nun walking through the corridors 
of the Vatican.” 


According to Lowell Thomas, Russia 
is planning to overpower Tibet in order 
to have a long line contiguous to the 
Republic of India and convenient to its 
invasion. The Communists would pre- 
sumably make short shrift of monas- 
teries and monks. This might lead the 
way for Christian testimony in Tibet 
at a later date. Who knows! 

Mr. Beatty writes in China’s Millions 
that the laymen of eastern Tibet, or at 
least the most powerful among them, are 
demanding that the priests shall no 
longer share in Tibet’s government, and 
are ready to set up a government of 
their own. They are not unfriendly to 
missions. Tibetans are meanwhile being 
evangelized on various borders and 
edges of their land. Mrs, Amy McIntosh 
writes in China’s Millions of the China 
Inland Mission Hospital at Hwalung, 
Tsinghai. She tells of the great difficul- 
ties a missionary doctor has to face, 
working under primitive conditions, 
often having to perform a major opera- 
tion without an assistant, or to impro- 
vise a new method of treatment since 
the maladies in question have no parallel 
in America. He must be fluent in medi- 
cal, as in colloquial language, and Chi- 
nese and Tibetan are two of the most 
difficult languages on earth. He must 
make friends with the people and over- 
come fears and prejudices, and he has a 
double ministry, a spiritual as well as a 
physical. 

At Hwalung, by far the greatest num- 
ber of patients are Tibetans, most of 
whom walk days to get there. “Re- 
cently we had seventy Tibetans sleeping 
here at one time. Nomads and sedentary, 
they came from many different districts, 
and most of them had never heard the 
Gospel before.” Here is a sorcerer who, 
in counting his rosary, “purrs like a 
cat” in his Romelike “vain repetitions.” 
A Tibetan boy, in agony from stone in 
the bladder, is delivered by an opera- 
tion and sent home happy. A girl of 
eighteen is suffering from hemorrhages. 
“She is devotedly cared for by. her 
father. There is something very touch- 
ing in the way Tibetans love their fam- 
ilies.” 

The withdrawal of British Govern- 
ment from Burma is proving disastrous 
to that land. It is sinking into a chaotic 
condition of religious strife, dacoity, and 
government breakdown; railroads are 
ceasing operation. There has been a re- 
vival of the opium evil, the Burman 
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Government permitting the growing of 
opium poppies in various places, with 
thousands becoming addicts as a con- 
sequence. The head of the Karen Bap- 
tist Seminary in Insein, Burma, was ar- 
rested by the Buddhist Burmans and 
thrown into a filthy prison. In answer 
to Christian prayer, he was transferred to 
the large Rangoon prison, the superin- 
tendent of which is a Christian, Mr. Maung 
immediately started worship, formed 
Bible study groups, and evangelized the 
prisoners. A typical incident of Bud- 
dhist intolerance! The Karens who are 
largely Christians, and the only element 
at all ripe for self-government, were 
anxious to have the tolerant and com- 
petent British Government remain in 
Burma. Now the land is ready to drop 
as ripe fruit into Communist hands. 
New missionaries are refused entrance 
into the land. The government has expro- 
priated Judson College and refused per- 
mission to start another Christian col- 
lege to take its place. Brayton Case’s 
school of agriculture is no more, and 
those working there escaped hardly with 
their lives. In Bassein a whole complex 
of buildings for schools, hospital, nurses’ 
school, printing plant, etc., are in ruins. 


The Oberammergau Passion Play is to 
run in the coming summer in a theater 
which seats 5,500, and multitudes of 
Americans will swarm there at a time 
when Europe is a ruin and innumerable 
men, women, and children are suffering 
from privation and hunger. It is an- 
nounced that (English) Methodist Guild 
Holidays are making preparations for 
conducted parties thither. Note, too, that 
the local Council of Churches in Tacoma 
has sponsored performance of a Passion 
Play in that city. “Fine cooperation 
was accorded it by the Roman Catholics.” 
The spirit of ecumenicism ! 

As a counterweight we may mention 
the appeal of the Relief Agency of the 
National Association of Evangelicals 
(536 W. 46th St.. New York 12): 

“Thousands are escaping every night 
from the slavery of Eastern Europe at 
the risk of their very lives. Among 
them are Baptists, Mennonites, Luther- 
ans, Pentecostalists, Methodists — home- 
less, destitute, and unwelcome. In our 
closets hang the used clothing that could 
comfort their shivering bodies. Many 
are ill from exposure. In our bank ac- 
counts is money we could readily spare 
that they might have to eat.” 

“Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren”! 


It is Holy Year in Rome, an appropri- 
ate time to express horror of heresy 
world over. So we have reports of mur- 
der of Protestants in Bolivia and sack- 
ing of a Protestant church in Quebec. 
In Shawinigan Falls, Quebec, a group of 
Brethren had rented a store-front and 
were holding prayer meetings. A roar- 
ing mob of 1,500 Catholics drove them 
out, smashed doors and windows, plat- 
form, pulpit, and chairs, burned Bibles 
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and hymnbooks and wrecked the car of 
one of the members parked outside. 

The owner of the building, Mr. Mon- 
grain, although not a member of the 
group, gave shelter to twenty in his 
home above the store where they were 
held virtual prisoners for two hours. 

The Brethren have twenty such small 
congregations scattered through the 
Province of Quebec, without settled pas- 
tors but led by unpaid lay evangelists 
who move about from place to place. 

Was the attack. priest-incited? Will 
the ringleaders be brought to justice? 
Will the little Christian community be 
compensated for the loss of its property? 
We shall see, 


Cardinal Spellman spoke in Lawrence, 
Kansas, on “I Am an American” Day, 
and finished his address with a “poem” 
which illustrated again how far Roman 
Catholicism, even in America, has aban- 
doned Christ for Mary: 

America, our America, 

Pray always to Mary, 

Mary, Immaculate, 

She, the Mother of Nations; 

She, the Mother of Christ. 

The Lord of all nations, 

She guards them and guides, 

Subduing their hates, 

Inspiring their spirits; 

Join Her prayer of praise, 

All Heaven attending, 

For our land that is free. 

Sing thou Her song of joy 

All nations listening, 

The Magnificat of Mary, 

The Magnificat of America. 
(Abridged.) 

This is apparently a move to carry 
the campaign “to make America Cath- 
olic” into the most unhyphenized Ameri- 
can area in America. 

In Cardinal Spellman’s diocese is pub- 
lished a little paper devoted to 
combatting the errors of Roman Catholi- 
cism” called Power Line. Prayer is its 
power, and it is the organ of The Prayer 
League. The editors are ex-Catholics — 
John Musto, pastor of the Calvary 
Church of the Brethren; the Rev. Pat- 
rick Mitchell, an ex-Catholic; and the 
Rev. M. Colacci, also a converted priest. 
In recent meetings at Calvary Church 
(266 Twentieth St., Brooklyn), twenty- 
five Roman Catholics were brought to 
Christ from Mariolatry. 


Eastern Baptist Seminary at Over- 
brook, Pa., has been celebrating the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of its founding, 
a pleasant feature of which has been 
the announcement of a gift of $325,000 
for the erection of-a memorial chapel 
and music hall. This came from Mrs, 
George W. Doane, and will commemo- 
rate the lifework of Dr. Curtis Lee Laws, 
a charter trustee and founding father 
of the Seminary and Fundamentalist 
leader; and also Dr, William H, Doane. 

Mrs. Doane is daughter of the late Dr. 
Doane, author of more than a thousand 
hymn tunes and compiler of thirty 
hymnbooks. Among these tunes are 
“Safe In the Arms of Jesus,” “More Love

to Thee, O Christ,” “Pass Me Not, O 
Gentle Saviour,” “I Am Thine, O Lord,” 
and “Rescue the Perishing.” All income 
from this authorship went to Christian 
work. Dr. Doane was also an inventor 
of wood-working machinery, holding 
some 100 U. S. patents, and decorated in 
1889 with the Legion of Honor Cross by 
the French Government, 

Eastern Seminary was started to take 
the place of apostate Crozer Baptist 
Seminary. This it has done, having now 
a student body of 290, in contrast with 
Crozer’s 51 (with 15 professors). It 
should take measures to prevent itself 
in future years from being Crozerized. 
Beautiful Sage Chapel at Northfield 
Seminary was given for evangelical 
teaching, but no one would pretend that 
it is being used for that today when such 
unbelievers as President Bixby of Colby 
College appear there. May this chapel 
at Eastern Baptist never suffer such 
desecration ! 


A note in the Christian Century de- 
scribes the goings-on in Colby College, 
supposedly Baptist. Rabbi and priest, to- 
gether with various ministers, were 
brought up from Boston, Providence, and 
elsewhere in a February “brotherhood” 
demonstration. “The program included 
daily masses. ... The final program was 
a combined discussion in which students 
and leaders of the three faiths took 
part. . There was a good deal of 
curiosity about nontheistic humanism, 
which occupied most of the non-Catho- 
lic discussion time.” 

Nontheistic humanism is perhaps a just 
description of what the president of 
Colby stands for. . 


The New Jersey law requiring Bible 
reading and permitting the recitation of 
the Lord’s Prayer at the opening of pub- 
lic school sessions has been ruled consti- 
tutional by Judge Davidson of Paterson, 
N. J., as against the United Secularists 
of America: 

“The King James translation of the 
Bible, or any edition of the Bible, is not 
a sectarian book and the reading thereof 
without comment in the public schools 
does not constitute sectarian instruction 

..and is not a violation of the First 
or Fourteenth Amendments, even to 
those persons known as atheists. .. . 

“My conclusion is that a repetition of 
the Lord’s Prayer as a morning exercise, 
without comment or remark, for the pur- 
pose of quieting pupils and preparing 
them for their daily studies, and a read- 
ing from the Old Testament of the Holy 
Bi!:le, withcut comment, as the book best 
adapted from which to teach children 
and youth the principles of piety, jus- 
tice, and a sacred regard for truth, love 
of country, humanity, and a_ universal 
benevolence, are certainly not designed 
to inculcate any particular dogma, creed, 
belief, or mode of worship, and accord- 
ingly, the provisions of the New Jersey 
statutes under re:view do not contravene 
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the First and Fourteenth Amendments 
of the United States Constitution.” 


Professor Herbert Butterfield of the 
University of Cambridge, England, whose 
lectures in the Third Program of the 
British Broadcasting Company haye 
been delighting multitudes, is a Chris. 
tian, and indeed a local preacher among 
the Methodists. Last year saw the pub. 
lication by him of three masterpieces 
“The Origins of Modern Science.” 
“George the Third, Lord North, and the 
People,” and “Christianity and History.” 
In his broadcasts he insisted on “the 
gravitational pull in human nature 
which draws the highest things down. 
wards, mixes them with earth, and taints 
them with human cupidity. It is essen. 
tial not to have faith in human nature. 
Such a faith is a comparatively recent 
heresy and a very disastrous one.” 


Leary’s on South Ninth Street, Phila- 
delphia, is probably the largest second- 
hand bookstore in the country, and, as it 
happens, its best seller is the Bible (pre- 
sumably new, as well as old, copies). 
This is important. It shows that there 
are considerable numbers of people who 
are not in contact with. churches. and 
Sunday schools yet who are interested 
enough to go thither, and to department 
stores, to secure copies of the Word. It 
may be that the purchasers are largely 
Catholics who think the Irish name 
Leary to be a. safeguard against heresy. 
According to the New York Times (Nov. 
1, 1949), there are forty Bibles in the 
main reading room of the New York 
Public Library, in various languages, 
which are replaced every six months, 
being worn out. In the various city 
branches and main _library. are. 4,000 
copies, and the Bible is described by 
library authorities as “the most popu- 
lar book in the New York Public 
Library.” 


Francois Coillard was a great French 
missionary to the Basutos of South Af- 
rica. He was one of the greatest of all 
modern missionaries. He was born and 
brought up in the French city of 
Bourges, and although he is now long 
dead, his native town has just instituted 
a service commemorating his life and 
work. Indeed, the name of Rue Francois 
Coillard has been attached to a street 
of this town. 

So the Municipal Council of this Cath- 
olic city instituted an evening gatherin¢ 
in a city theater with officials of the 
city. and county in attendance. The story 
of the great missionary’s life was re- 
hearsed with the aid of a great map of 
South Africa on which his missionary 
journeys were marked out. There were 
appropriate films giving the history of 
his mission and a collection was made 
at the end for repairs on the little Prot- 
estant church in which Coillard wor- 
shiped as a boy. And all this was 
“spontaneously prepared by Catholics in 
honor of an authentic son of the Re- 
formed Church.”

tutes, and seminaries. It aims to intro- 
duce qualified teachers with evangelical 
convictions to Christian institutions. 
) the last few months it has placed 
upwards of twenty teachers—a service 
that is rendered without profit to the or- 
ganization. A satisfied “customer” writes: 
“1am enclosing a gift, mainly in appre- 
cation for having beén used by the Lord 
to lead me to this lovely school where 
His pame is so definitely honored. May 
the Lord bless you.” He enclosed twenty 


dollars. 

Fortunately, there is no shortage of 
Christian teachers. Right now the 
NA.C.S, has on file a waiting list of 
over fifty teachers wanting placements. 
But the Association does have problems; 
it has housing and textbook problems. 
Until textbooks can be furnished that are 
written from the Christian viewpoint, 
the best that can be done is to use books 
that mo~t nearly present the subject mat- 
ter from Christian ideals. 

Mr. Fekkema estimates that from 80 
to 90 per cent of the schools recently 
organized meet in churches. Since it is 
well to begin operating in existing quar- 
ters. the housing problem is sometimes 
postponed. However, there are a num- 
ber of school groups that would like to 
start schools but cannot afford it. There 
are at least fifty schools that would need 
building loans if they were to start 
building now. To meet this challenge, 
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the N.A.C.S. has in mind a revolving 
fund of $25,000 or more to help hard- 
pressed schools to get started. This 
money would be lent out on a five-year 
basis without interest. 

Besides teaching all the three “R's,” 
Christian schools furnish the children 
with a godly environment. Beginning 
the day with a one-half-hour devotional 
period consisting of Bible, prayer, sing- 
ing, and discussion, they start the child 
off in a spiritual frame of mind. The 
child feels that God and the Lord Jesus 
Christ are a part of things. 

This zealous director of the N.A.CS. 
feels that our children are the most 
neglected mission field. He says that it 
is unfair to the children to give them 
only one half hour in the Sunday school 
a week, and approximately thirty hours 
a week in the public school to “indoc- 
trinate them in a way of life which, by 
Supreme Court ruling, must exclude all 
Gospel teaching.” 

From his vantage point as a Christian 
leader and observer, Dr. Marston gives 
us this picture: “Through a state edu- 
cational program which rejects revela- 
tion we have been bleeding off the 
morals of the nation, urging democracy 
toward suicide. God grant that many 
Christian communities will promptly es- 
tablish enough Christian schools to pro- 
vide a stabilizing nucleus of Christian 
citizens for the coming crisis of Ameri- 
can democracy. The Christian school is 
the foremost venture on the frontier of 
educational advance.”

Why Not Have a Class Paper? 


It may meet a need in your class, too 


HE lament of the Sunday school 

teacher is that she has her class for 
only thirty minutes each week. She 
strives to give them something that will 
tarry over into the week to come and 
will bear fruit in the days ahead. 

Ihave found a class paper a valuable 
ally.in this connection. Having a class of 
junior high girls, I found that there were 
Many events in the church and on the 
cutside that I wanted to bring to their 
attention. If I simply told them, many 
would forget. But if these things were 
down in writing, they would remember. 

I had an idea to get the paper out 
ee a month or every two weeks, but 

was such a clamor for ft, and such 
disappointment when it didn’t appear, 
that I found myself with the job of 
it out every week. But the re- 

more than repay the effort. 

4he paper is simple, just a single sheet, 
with lots of white space and no wordi- 
Ress. Short, pithy quotations, brief, 
easy-to-read poetry, single Bible verses, 
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and short announcements are used. One 
regular feature of the page is “The Roll 
of Honor.” In this I list the names of 
those who were in Sunday school the 
previous Sunday. The girls love this 
feature, as they like to see their names 
in print, 

The verses used are inspirational or 
explanatory of a bit of Scripture. I 
make it a point, too, always to include 
a Salvation verse or something pointed 
in this connection. The paper can be 
used to meet any spiritual need that the 
teacher observes from week to week. 
Announcements of worth-while Christian 
radio programs, youth meetings, and 
church news that involves youth, may 
be briefly given. 

For source material for the paper, I 
use the Bible, youth chorus books, hymn- 
books, books of Christian poetry, Chris- 
tian periodicals, Sunday schoo! papers, 
Christian organization publicity, such as 
Radio Kids Bible, Club, Youth for Christ, 
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and the like, and my own church cal- 
endar. 

I type the paper, using heavy carbon 
which makes five copies at a time. If 
a mimeograph or hectograph is available 
that would simplify the task. I make 
fifteen to twenty copies each week, 
which means typing it three or four 
times. Ordinarily with typing and re- 
search, the task takes about two hours 
each week. The first issue of the paper 
was done on yellow bond paper. The 
next week the girls wanted “the little 
yellow sheet,” so I continue to do it on 
yellow bond. 

The heading of the paper includes the 
name of the paper, the church, the 
volume number, and the date. Since my 
class is the only junior high girls’ class, 
I call the paper “Junior High News.” 
This isn’t a very brilliant title, but the 
girls like it and it is functional. 

The paper is useful as a mailing piece 
to absentees, and when a brief note is 
enclosed it is the next best thing to a 
visit from the teacher. 

Many of the girls in the class are 
from non-Christian homes. When some 
of them told me that their parents look 
for the paper and enjoy it as much as 
they do, I decided that a class paper was 
well worth the time and effort,

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The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
E Book of Jonah has a unique 
place in the Old Testament. It is 
primarily the book of the divine 
sovereignty. The confession of the pagan 
mariners, “Thou, O Lord, hast done as it 
pleased thee” (Jonah 1:14), is empha- 
sized throughout. We are told that “the 
Lord sent out a great wind into the 
sea” (v. 4); “the Lord had prepared a 
great fish” (v. 17); “the Lord spake unto 
the fish” (2:10); “the Lord God pre- 
pared a gourd” (4:6); “God prepared a 
worm” (v. 7); and “God prepared a 
vehement east wind” (v. 8). It is the 
Sovereign of the universe who “work- 
eth all things” according to His own will 
(Eph. 1:11). This answers every ques- 
tion that foolish, unbelieving skeptics 
might raise regarding the strange ex- 

periences recorded. 

Typically, Jonah sets forth the great 
mystery of Christ’s death and resurrec- 
tion, as He Himself tells us in Matthew 
12:39, 40. Thus He very definitely puts 
His seal, His divine imprimatur, on this 
book, as in verse 41 also, where He con- 
firms the account of the conversion of 
the Ninevites. 

Looked at dispensationally, we may 
see in Jonah a picture of the disobedient 
Jewish people, who should have been 
God’s messengers to the nations, but in- 
stead took the path of self-will and have 
been swallowed up among the Gentiles, 
who, however, have never been able to 
assimilate them. When delivered at last, 
they will assume the role to which they 


were originally appointed, and will be 
used of God to bring the spared of the 
Gentile world to repentance and sub- 
jection to the King of kings. In no other 
book of the Old Testament do we have a 
clearer testimony to the love of God for 
all men and His desire to bring them 
to a knowledge of Himself. 


The Historical Setting 

We are not told exactly when Jonah 
lived, but we learn from 2 Kings 14:25 
that he was born in Gath-hepher, of 
Galilee, and he sent a message to King 
Jeroboam II of Israel, who reigned from 
about 826 B.C. to 785. His father’s name 
was Amittai, which means “true,” and 
his own name means “a dove.” He was 
commanded to carry a message to the 
great Gentile city of Nineveh, a mes- 
sage that was repugnant to him because 
of his intense national feeling. 


Verse by Verse 


Jonah 3:3.—“Jonah went unto 
Nineveh, according to the word of the 
Lord.” This great Assyrian metropolis 
was one of the most magnificent cities 
of the ancient world, and probably the 
most corrupt. Jonah detested the char- 
acteristics of its people and had no de- 
sire for their salvation. But he obeyed 
the voice of God and sped on his way. 

Verse 4.—“Yet forty days, and Nineveh 
shall be overthrown.” His was a decla- 
ration of impending doom, but evidently 
intended to be a call to repentance with 
a view to warding off the disaster. Forty, 
in Scripture, is the number of trial, test- 
ing, and probation. God gave the Ninev- 
ites forty days to face their sins and 
thus avert the judgment, 


Verse 5—‘The people of Nineveh be- 


response. The entire city gave heed to 
the message and received the very word 
of the living God. The Lord Jesus Christ 
dwelt upon this, as a warning and en- 
couragement to the people of His day 
(Matt. 12:41; Luke 11:32). 

Verse 6.—“The king . . . sat in ashes.” 
Nineveh’s mighty ruler trembled before 
the prophet’s message, and laying aside 
his royal robes, adopted the Oriental 
garb that expressed contrition and re- 
pentance. 

Chap. 4:1.—“It displeased Jonah ex- 
ceedingly.” When all Heaven was re- 
joicing at the repentance, not of one 
sinner, but of a vast multitude, we are 
told that Jonah was very angry. His 
state is most wretched, yet he is alto- 
gether unconscious of it. Puffed up with 
a sense of his own importance, the weal 
or woe of so many of his fellow crea- 
tures is as nothing compared to his own 
reputation. 

Verse 2.—“I knew that thou art a gra- 
cious God.” So utterly unconscious is he 
of the wretchedness of his state of soul, 
that he can turn to God and express his 
shameful failure as though he had not 
failed at all; or even as though the fail- 
ure, if there were any, was on the part 
of the Lord Himself. 

Verse 3.—“It is better for me to die 
than to live.” It seems almost unbeliev- 
able that a servant of God could be in 
such a frame of mind; but, alas, it was 
but an aggravated form of that insidious 
disease, pride, that so readily finds a 
congenial place for growth and expan- 
sion in the heart of any saint out of 
communion, 

Verse 4.—“Doest thou well to be am 
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Lesson for June 25 


2?” The tender question of the Lord 
might well have broken Jonah down had 
be not been so thoroughly self-occupied. 


There is no reproach: just the serious - 


and solemn question that ought to have 


awakened him at once to his true con- 


dition of soul. 

Verse 5.—“Jonah went out of the city.” 
On Jonah’s part, there was no response 
in words; but acting in self-will and 
wounded vanity, he goes outside the 
city, and, after building a booth, sits 
under its shadow, to see what would be- 
come of Nineveh and of his prophetic 
reputation. 

Werse 6—“The Lord God prepared a 
gourd,” which, growing very rapidly, 


soon overshadowed the petulant prophet,. 


aid thus sheltered him from the fierce 
rays of the almost tropical sun. Be- 
cause it ministered to his comfort, Jonah 
was exceeding glad of the. gourd. This 
is the first note of joy on his part that 
we find recorded, and is, in fact, the last 
as well. His gladness was as truly from 
selfishness as was his sorrow. 

Verses 7 and 8—“God prepared a 
worm, God prepared a vehement 
east wind. ” God next prepared that 
which would blast this joy. A worm 
was permitted to destroy the gourd, and 
then a vehement:east wind was likewise 
prepared by Him, who has His way in 
the whirlwind and in the storm. The 
sickening heat almost overcame Jonah, 
so that he fainted; and in his chagrin 
and wretchedness he wished once more 
that he might be permitted to escape his 
trials by dying, saying, “It is better for 
me to die than to live.” 

Verse 9—“God said . . . Doest thou 
well to be angry .. . ?” The prophet’s 
stubborn rejoinder to the Lord’s tender 
inquiry made manifest the fact that he 
was. still harboring resentment, because 
of God’s mercy to Nineveh. 

Verse 10.—“Thou hast had pity on the 
gourd”: The previous verses show how 
troubled Jonah was because God had 
shown grace to the heathen of Nineveh 
instead- of destroying them. Yet he was 
concerned greatly about his own com- 
fort and was much distressed when a 
-growing gourd, which had shel- 
tered him from the fierce blaze of the 
sun, was destroyed. 

Verse 11.—‘“Should not I spare Nine- 
.. 2?” God challenged the heart of 
His servant by emphasizing the igno-

to all the world. He would have all men 
repent and come to the knowledge of 
the truth, that judgment may be averted. 
He has no pleasure in the death of the 
wicked (Ezek. 18:23). He delights in 
mercy (Mic, 7:18). Judgment is “his 
strange work” (Isa, 26:21). It is a great 
pity when His servants fail to recognize 
this and are more concerned about their 
own ease and reputation than about the 
needs of men to whom they are commis- 
sioned to go as God’s messengers,

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Jonah, it is almost certain that someone 
will raise a question as to the authen- 
ticity of the story of Jonah’s strange ex- 
periences, but the fact that Jesus authen- 
ticates the story of Jonah and declares 
his experiences to be typical of those 
that Christ Himself was to pass through 
should silence all cavilers who profess 
any respect for His authority. 


Summaries and Applications 

It is the height of folly for anyone 
to imagine he can flee from the pres- 
ence of the Lord. His Holy Spirit fol- 
lows us through all our devious wan- 
derings. 

The patience of God with His erring 
children is marvelous, but He does not 
fail to chasten them for their foolish- 
ness and willfulness, though He is ever 
ready to forgive those who turn humbly 
to Him in repentance and confession, 

That the people of Nineveh turned to 
the Lord in sincerity is made clear, not 
only from the Old Testament record, but 
from the declaration of our Lord Jesus 
Christ in the New Testament. It was 
one of the greatest awakenings recorded 
in all history. 

Are we more concerned about our 
own ease and comfort than about the 
needs of men and women who are dying 
in their sins all about us? Or do we 
surrender gladly that which ministers 
to our own self-love in order that others 
may be reached and saved? 

It was the same God who prepared the 
gourd to shade Jonah from the blistering 
heat, who also prepared the worm that 
destroyed it, in order that the complain- 
ing prophet might be in a more suitable 
condition to heed His Word.

“So Jonah arose, and went unto Nine. 
veh” (Jonah 3:3).—The reason Jonah 
gave for his refusal to go to Nineveh 
in the first instance was his knowledge 
of the Lord. “Therefore I fled before 
unto Tarshish: for I knew that thou art 
a gracious God, and merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindness, and re- 
pentest thee of the evil” (4:2). 

How gracious of the Lord to commis. 
sion such a servant the second time! 
(chap. 3:1.) How gracious of the Lord 
to give the second time to overconfident 
Peter, doubting Thomas, runaway Mark, 
and a host of other disobedient servants! 

Where is the messenger of the Lord, 
who has been awhile in His glorious 
service, who has not thanked Him for 
granting a second time to do that 
wherein he failed the first time? 

Recommissioned, Jonah “arose, and 
went.” He was done refusing. “I’ve 
done refusin’” were the words of a 
Christian who was asked unexpectedly 
to lead a special meeting. In commenc- 
ing the service, he stated that he had 
not expected to take charge of the meet- 
ing. “But,” said he, “I have made up 
my mind that when I am asked to do 
anything in Christian work by one in 
whom I have confidence, if he thinks 
it is my duty, even if I do not feel pre- 
pared, I will try to do it. I’ve done 
refusin’.” No better opening for the 
prayer meeting that night was needed. 
What better keynote could be found? 
What a difference would be seen in all 
phases of the* Lord’s work, if only each 
Christian would say, “I’ve done refusin’ !” 

“Nineveh was an exceeding great city” 
(v. 3).—For years skeptics said no city 
of the description given in the Book of 
Jonah existed at that time. But God 
has completely confounded them. The 
ruins of ancient Nineveh have been laid 
bare by the excavations of Layard and 
others. In the days of Sargon, who 
reigned shortly after the visit of Jonah, 
it was no less than ninety miles in cir- 
cumference and covered a much larger 
area than Greater London does today. 
It contained large enclosures of pasture 
land for the “much cattle” which the 
Ninevites kept, so that they might have 
food if the city were besieged. 

“Yet forty days, and Nineveh shall be 
overthrown” (vy. 4).—Jonah’s message 
was one of rapidly approaching judg- 
ment. Preachers of today have the Gos- 
pel of Christ to preach; and, if they fol- 
low the example of the Apostle Paul, 
they will also do something about 
“warning every man” (Col, 1:28).

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hell up to the brim; I would destroy all 
faith in it; but that would do me no 
good: I could not destroy the thing. Nor 
does it help me to take the word ‘ever- 
lasting’ and put it into a rack like an 
inquisitor until I make it shriek out 
some other meaning; I cannot alter the 
stern fact.” 

“So the people of Nineveh believed 
God” (v. 5).—Jonah was God’s messen- 
ger with God’s message. Believing him, 
they believed God. See 1 Thessalonians 
2:13. The Lord Jesus said Jonah was 
“a sign unto the Ninevites” (Luke 11: 
30). Somehow they had heard of his 
experience, and looked upon him as one 
who had come back from the dead to 
speak to them; hence their faith and re- 
pentance. And because the Lord Jesus 
also said, “As Jonas ... so... the Son 
of man” (Matt. 12:40), we know that 
Jonah was a type of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who died, was buried, rose again, 
“and came and preached peace” (Eph. 
2:17). The skeptics are mistaken when 
they say, “No one ever came back from 
the dead to speak to us.” A “greater 
than Jonas” did! All who hear the Good 
News concerning Him should repent and 
believe (Matt. 12:41). 

Because a certain preacher insisted so 
much on preaching faith and repentance, 
some of his hearers nicknamed him 
“Faith and Repentance.” Hearing of it, 
he said: “If I were to die in the pulpit, 
I would desire to die preaching repent- 
ance and if I die out of the pulpit, I 
would desire to die practicing it.” The 
Apostle Paul summed up his preaching 
in the words, “Repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ” 
(Acts 20:21). 

“And God said to Jonah, Doest thou 
well to be angry?” (Jonah 4:9.)—Jonah 
was carnal enough to say, “I do well to 
be angry, even unto death.” Jonah 
wanted the gourd spared, which shaded 
him from the burning rays of the sun, 
but he evidently did not desire the 
sparing of the city of Nineveh, possibly 
because this important city of Assyria 
was a source of grave danger to Israel 
and Judah. If Jonah had pity for a 
gourd which he did not plant, he must 
allow God to have pity on and spare 
Nineveh with its more than a million 
people—judging from the fact that 
there were 120,000 in it who were not 
old enough to “discern between their 
right hand and their left.” Are any of 
us spending more pity on perishing 
things than on perishing persons?

Tha 
is because the statement is made tha 
when Jonah was cast into the sea, “the 
Lord had prepared a great fish to swal. 
low up Jonah. And Jonah was in the 
belly of the fish three days and thre 
nights. ... And the Lord spake unto the 
fish, and it vomited out Jonah upon the 
dry land” (Jonah 2:17; 3:10). Then the 
narrative proceeds to tell what Jonah 
went on to do in final obedience to God’; 
command. Even some Christians seem 
to feel that they must defend the state. 
ment by saying it is simply an allegory 
or a parable designed to teach a spiritual 
truth, and not an actual incident. It is 
very strange that anyone can accept the 
fact that God created the universe and 
all things in it, and yet balk at God’

preparing a single fish for a special pur- 
pose. 

The manufacturer of a popular auto- 
mobile in mass production decided he 
wanted a special type car for his own 
use, with extra accommodations to take 
his family out camping. It was not 
strange that he could do that, and he 
was just a man. Why couldn’t God 
prepare “a great fish to swallow up 
Jonah”? Isn’t it silly to doubt it! 

Aman named Robert Ingersoll, famous 
agnostic of the nineteenth century, 
author of “Mistakes of Moses” and “Why 
I Am an Agnostic,” went around the 
country lecturing on the untrustworthi- 
ness of the Bible: His favorite target 
was the Book of Jonah, and he drew 
great crowds. It is told that on one 
night when he was lecturing in Cin- 
cinnati, in the stream of people who filed 
up to the platform to shake hands with 
him was a meek little old lady. When 
she finally reached the “great” lecturer 
and he took her by the hand, she said, 
“Mr. Ingersoll, is it possible that you 
do not believe the whale swallowed 
Jonah?” “Why, my dear lady,” he re- 
plied, “I have just spent an hour trying 
to show you how absurd it is.” “Well,” 
she said, “when I get to Heaven I’m go- 
ing to find Jonah and ask him to tell me 
all about it.” “But,” the “great” lec- 
turer condescendingly and smilingly re- 
plied, “suppose you do not find Jonah in 
Heaven!” “Well, then, you ask him!” 
she almost shouted. Can you imagine 
Ingersoll groping around looking for 
Jonah down there? 

The Lord had told Jonah to go to Nine- 
veh and preach to those people, warn- 
ing of the judgment to come upon them 
if they did not repent. But Jonah did 
not want to do it, so fled in another 
direction, taking a ship to Tarshish. A 
storm came up and he was cast into the 
sea. Then it was that the big fish swal- 
lowed him and Jonah prayed while in- 
side the fish that the Lord would deliver 
him. The fish cast him out upon the 
beach. Then the Lord again told him 
to go to Nineveh. That time Jonah 
obeyed in a hurry. This is where our 
lesson today begins. 

Jonah chose the hard way. How much 
better it would have been if he had 
obeyed at the first. We never gain any- 
thing by running away from God’s clear 
call; we only lose — and sometimes tragi- 
cally: The Lord was very gracious to 
give Jonah a second chance, and oh, 
what'a grand revival Jonah started when 
he did reach Nineveh! The people fell 
upon their faces in their penitence for 
their sins; they covered themselves with 
sackcloth and cried out. Even the king 
of Nineveh, who was really the king of 
powerful Assyria, dressed in sackcloth 
aid sat down in the ashes. He even 
commanded that neither man nor beast 
should eat or drink, and they put sack- 
cloth on the cattle, too. 

But here is the anticlimax in the story 

He really did-not want Nine- 
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veh to repent, because Assyria was his 
own country’s most powerful foe, and 
he feared that with God’s forgiving favor 
they would destroy Israel.. So. when he 
saw that God forgave them, Jonah went 
out on the side of the hill and sat down 
and moped. He even prayed that God 
would let him die. Then the Lord taught 
him the lesson of his life, which was 
that all men and all nations can come 
unto Him through penitence and confes- 
sion. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ ‘believed the 
story of Jonah. Listen to Him in Mat- 
thew 12:40, 41: “For as Jonas was three 
days and three nights in the whale’s 
belly; so shall the Son of man be three 
days and three nights in the heart of the 
earth. The men of Nineveh shall rise in 
judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: because they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a 
greater than Jonas is here.”

OKES have been made about “Jonah 

and the whale.” Some people seem 
to think the story we find in the Book 
of Jonah is an impossible fairy tale. 
This is due to ignorance on the part of 
those who so regard it. Most of them 
have never even read the Book of Jonah, 
much less the whole Bible. They are 
ignorant of the historical background of 
the book, and also of “the God who is 
able to do as He pleases,” using the 
language of the heathen sailors who 
threw Jonah overboard. 

Christians who know their Bibles can- 
not have any doubt as to the truthfulness 
of the story of Jonah, because the Lord 
Jesus spoke of the experiences of Jonah 
as having happened literally, and as 
having been a picture of His death and 
resurrection. 

All we know about Jonah is what we 
learn from the forty-eight verses of the 
book that bears his name, and from one 
verse where he is mentioned in 2 Kings. 
Turn to 2 Kings 14 and let us read verses 
23-25. This suggests that Jonah was a 
contemporary of Amos and prophesied 
in the days of Jeroboam II of Israel. 
However, it is possible that Jonah prophe- 
sied earlier, and this passage means that 
his prophecy came true during the reign 
of Jeroboam II. What do we learn about 
Jonah from these verses? (He was a 
servant of God and a true prophet, also 
that he was born in Gath-hepher.) Gath- 
hepher was a little village of Galilee 
about four miles from Nazareth. I want 
you to remember that Jonah was born 
in Galilee because those who wanted to 
discredit the Lord Jesus when He was 
here on earth said, “Search, and look: 
for out of Galilee ariseth no prophet” 
(John 7:52). It looks as if they had not 
studied the Bible as they should have 
done. They were wrong about that, as 
well as about almost everything else they 
said. Jonah was a mighty prophet as 
well as a most interesting one, and he 
was from Galilee. 

Now Mary will tell us the story of the 
Book of Jonah just as she would tell 
it to a class of ten-year-olds, 

Did you all notice that when Jonah 
started disobeying the Lord, his path 
was downward? Helen will tell us about 
all the downs she found in the story of 
Jonah. Jonah’s path would have con- 
tinued downward if God had not: acted. 
But God loves His servants too much to 
let them continue downward. 

Those who think God is too great to 
bother with individuals should notice 
the number of things God prepared to 
use in the training of Jonah. God is so 
great that He can create unnumbered 
constellations of stars and keep them all 
moving in perfect time, but His great- 
ness is just as evident in the little things 
over which He also exercises perfect 
control. Donna will tell us about all 
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the things she found in this book that 
God prepared. 

If the great fish, or whale, that swal- 
lowed Jonah, was not already designed 
to swallow a man whole and to keep 
him alive in its stomach, there would 
still have been no difficulty after the 
Creator of the fish had prepared it for 
the occasion. However, it seems that 
Jonah is not the only one who was swal- 
lowed by a great fish. Arthur Gook in 
his book, “Can a Young Man Trust His 
Bible?” quotes a report of such an event 
by a French scientist: A man named 
James Bartley was swallowed by a 
whale, which had upset the whaling boat 
in which he was. After the rest of the 
crew had killed the whale and cut it 
open he was rescued. He suffered ter. 
ribly from shock, but by the end of the 
third week he was able to resume his 
duties. However, his skin, which had 
been exposed to the gastric juices of the 
whale’s stomach, was wrinkled and 
bleached to a deathly whiteness, giving 
the man the appearance of having been 
parboiled. 

We do not know how much Jonah’s 
appearance was affected by his terrible 
experience. But when he finally got to 
Nineveh and preached there as God had 
commanded him, he had a greater re- 
sponse than any other preacher I can 
think of. Everyone in Nineveh repented 
at his preaching, from the king on his 
throne to the least of the people. It 
is possible that he looked as James Bart- 
ley is said to have looked, and that his 
story was known to the people and 
helped them to give greater attention to 
his message. We do not know, but we 
certainly can class him with the most 
powerful preachers of all ages, in that 
his message was accepted one hundred 
per cent, and the doom of Nineveh was 
postponed for about two hundred years! 

Jonah is the great missionary book 
of the Old Testament. We see the mercy 
of God all through this book, going out 
to the people of this wicked city, and 
also going out in restoring grace to his 
willful servant. Jonah’s complaint of 
the Lord is strange. He knew that God 
Was gracious and merciful, slow to an- 
ger, and of great kindness, so he feared 
all along that God might forgive the 
people if they repented! Perhaps he 
remembered that God had agreed to 
save the whole city of Sodom long be- 
fore, if He had found even so few as 
ten righteous people in it. Jonah cer- 
tainly was not like the God who so loved 
the world in his attitude toward Nine- 
veh, 

Do you remember from our studies in 
the Book of Acts last quarter, what the 
Jews said after Peter told them about 
his meeting in the home of Cornelius? 
“Then hath God also to the Gentiles 
granted repentance unto life.” Jonah 
was one of the first Israelites to find this 
out. Although God’s infinite heart of 
love: could not be fully revealed until

Testament that His purposes of blessing 
were world-wide. Israel was His chosen 
nation to hold forth the light. Today 
the Church is the light bearer. It is our 

to spread the knowledge of God to 
the ends of the earth. What are we do- 
ing toward the fulfillment of this great 
responsibility?

Topic and Scripture: 
Jonah Learns To Be a Missionary 
(Jonah 3:1, 2, 5, 6, 10) 


Y, WHAT an exciting prophet we 

have for today! He tried to run 
away from God; he was in a terrific 
storm at sea; he was swallowed alive 
by a big sea animal; he was the first 
foreign missionary; a whole great city 
listened to his preaching and was saved, 
The little Book of Jonah has such good 
stories I have asked four people to tell 
about one chapter each. (In making 
assignments, include 1:17 with chapter 
2 Each story may be illustrated by a 
simple drawing on the blackboard: a 
sailing vessel, a fish, a city with wall, a 


gourd.) 

From Jonah let us learn a short five- 
word verse, “Salvation is -of the Lord” 
(chap. 2:9). Jonah found that out all 
right! Who saved Jonah from drown- 
ing? It didn’t just happen — see chapter 
1:17. Who saved Jonah from the fish? 
(chap, 2:10.) Who saved Nineveh from 
the foretold destruction? (chap. 3:10.) 
Who saved Jonah from the heat and his 
pouts? (chap. 4:6.). And Jonah couldn’t 
even save a gourd from a worm! God 
did it always, but He used things and 
people: wind (chap. 1:4), fish, Jonah, 
gourd, worm. How has God saved us? 
Whom did He use? Can He use boys 
and girls? Next quarter we have thir- 
teen men and women God used. This 
quarter we have had seven. Let’s see 
how well you remember them.

Which prophet waited for God to tell 
him Why He was so long in punishing 
people? The first person to 
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find his Book in the Bible may print 
his name on the top line of the criss- 
cross puzzle. The rest of you study 
Habakkuk 2:20 so when the person at 
the board finishes, he can call on anyone 
he wishes to give the Habakkuk verse, 
and you can close your Bible and do so 
correctly. Which prophet was a shep- 
herd?

3:17. Which prophet said that all the 
tithes must be brought to receive a 
blessing? Find Malachi 3:10. Which 
prophet told about a day of peace and 
happiness when there should be no more 
fighting? Find Micah 4:2 and 6:8. Which 
prophet do you like best, and why? 

Cut out a ship for the Jonah poster. 
If the ship is large, make the foreground 
of the picture blue for sea with tan 
colored beach behind and blue sky 
above. If the ship is small, have the 
blue sea curving in to the beach on one 
side, where the ship can be placed in 
due perspective.

HIS has been a hard quarter for you

Poor Jonah! Of course some people 
will tell you that such a thing couldn’t 
have happened. I'll have to tell you 
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a story. Once, many years ago, a whale 
was brought to our town on a railroad 
car, and was on exhibition. We all went 
to see it. The man in charge told about 
it, and he said we would see how impos- 
sible it was for the whale to have swal- 
lowed Jonah. I answered him and told 
him he hadn't read the Bible right, 
nowhere did it say that that fish was a 
whale. He told us the whale’s throat 
was too small to swallow a man. But 
when we went around on the other side 
of the whale, there was a smaller whale 
with a sign which said it was in the 
large whale’s stomach when it was 
killed. It was much larger than a man, 
so I asked him, How come? He just 
glared at me, and told me to step along, 
I was holding up traffic. 

Do you know something? If God 
wanted a whale to swallow a railroad 
car, He could do it. I think it is Dr. 
Harry Rimmer who says that if God 
had wanted to prepare a six-room apart- 
ment with hot and cold running water 
in the belly of that great fish, He could 
do it. I quite agree with that. 

How Jonah prayed to God from way 
down in that fish! How he confessed 
his sin and his willfulness! And when 
God told the fish to land him on the 
shore, he was ready to go to Nineveh 
and preach what God told him. He went, 
and that great city repented, and God 
forgave them. Jonah still didn’t like it, 
that God forgave them, and he acted 
like a spoiled child, but he obeyed God. 
God had to train him some more, but he 
wasn’t a bit worse than some of us are 
today.

with regard to intoxicants, tobacco, and 
other narcotics, but it really involves the 
whole question of self-indulgence. 

The question propounded by the topic 
should make us aware that there are 
many forces at work in the world in 
which young people live and move to- 
day, all seeking to catch the eye and the 
attention, and ultimately the decision of 
young persons that they may be led to 
indulge in things that are detrimental to 
their physical or mental or spiritual 
good. Such agencies, interested in the 
manufacture, or sale, or profit from 
harmful products offer various subtle 
and plausible reasons and excuses for 
such indulgences, often misrepresenting 
their products as beneficial instead of 
harmful. 

We become so accustomed to the bar- 
rage of such propaganda that we some- 
times are almost unaware of its pull. 
It comes to us by way of clever, highly 
colored posters, by way of the radio and 
television, and by way of newspaper and 
magazine ads. Furthermore, it seems 
that those who indulge in intoxicants, 
tobacco, and narcotics are never quite 
satisfied to let others alone on the mat- 
ter. The fact that some do not indulge 
is very often taken as a challenge. And 
so, coupled with the propaganda of the 
producers and sellers and the example 
of the users is the solicitation and even 
the ridicule of those who are already in 
bondage.

All of this makes the question of our 
topic, “Who Makes Up Your Mind?” a 
very pertinent one. It should challenge 
us to think soberly and_ intelligently 
about this matter of self-indulgence and 
find out what God’s Word has to say 
to us as Christian young people about 
it.

Higher Criticism in Sunday School

Jewish Church and the teachings of the 
New Testament, has believed that Levit- 
icys is Mosaic is simply because of the 
claims that it makes for itself, and the 
claims that the rest of the Bible makes 
for it. The reason the critics have found 
it so difficult to get their theories and 
conclusions across to the Bible-believing 
Christian lies in the obvious fact that 
their theories regarding the Bible con- 
tradict flatly the plain statements of 
the Bible itself. An illustration of this 
is furnished us by “The Westminster 
Study Edition of the Holy Bible,”! 
which is a recent addition to the New 
Curriculum material prepared under the 
authority of the Board of Christian Edu- 
cation of the Presbyterian Church in 
the U. S. A. Again and again the foot- 
notes, which are “critical,” take definite 
issue with the statements of the Biblical 
text which they are supposed to explain 
to the reader. 

It is important to observe in this con- 
nection that these radical claims are not 
based to any considerable extent on dis- 
coveries that have beén made in recent 
years regarding the text of the Bible. 
The author of the article we have quoted 
states regarding the Old Testament, 
“There is really only one form of He- 
brew-Aramaic text, the so-called Maso- 
retic text.” This is the text from which 
the Authorized Version was translated, 
and the critics admit that it is substan- 
tially the same as the one used by Christ 
and the apostles. It is true that we 
know more about the languages cognate 
to Hebrew than was known a century 
ago. But when the statement is made, 
“In the time of Moses, the Hebrew lan- 
guage was not yet in use by the Israel- 
ites,” the writer is making an assertion 
that he cannot establish by evidence. 
Regarding the New Testament text, the. 
author tells us that “the Greek texts 
underlying the more recent translations 
differ in more than 5,000 places from 
the King James text,” the implication 
being that the Authorized Version is 
thus proved to be very faulty and in- 
accurate. Yet one of the members of the 
Committee which prepared the “Revised 
Standard Version” of 1946, Dr. F. C. 
Grant, a scholar of repute in critical 
circles, has this to say, “Still in 1946, 
as in 1881 and in 1901, no doctrine of the 
Christian faith has been affected by the 
revision, for the simple reason that, out 
of thousands of variant readings in the 
manuscripts none has turned up thus far

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that requires a revision of Christian 
doctrine.” The radical conclusions of the 
critics are not justified by or based op 
the very valuable results of objective 
textual criticism, which has done gy 
much to establish the true text of the 
Bible. 

The irrefutable indictment of the 
higher criticism is to be found in the 
simple fact that its “conclusions” cannot 
be made to square with the express 
statements of the Bible itself. The critics 
have been endeavoring for a century ang 
more to force the Bible to say what it 
obviously does not say, and to force 
Bible readers to believe that it is to be 
understood to mean the very opposite of 
what it plainly says. They may seem to 
be winning victories on every front. 
But they are fighting a losing battle just 
the same. If, as most of them profess 
to believe, the Bible is the Word of God, 
the time will certainly come when their 
distorted and destructive treatment of 
it will be relegated to the limbo of ex- 
ploded theories. The Bible speaks a 
language that they cannot understand. 
From cover to cover it speaks in terms 
of redemptive supernaturalism. Their 
aim for many years has been to make 
it speak the language of a more or less 
thinly disguised naturalistic evolution. 
To make oil and water mix were a far 
simpler proposition ! . 

The Christian who knows and loves 
the Bible need have no fear for the 
Bible. The Bible has passed through 
fires as hot as any which the crucible 
of the critics has been able to produce; 
and it has come through unscathed and 
without the smell of fire upon it. It 
will do so again. What we have to fear 
is that a whole generation of the child- 
hood and youth of our land will grow 
up sedulously indoctrinated with the 
false idea that the Bible is not to be 
trusted; that the Bible does not mean 
what it says and say what it means; that 
where the critics and the Bible differ, 
the critics are to be believed and the 
Bible disbelieved. Such a situation is 
destructive of sound and robust Chris- 
tian faith; it tends to destroy all con- 
fidence in the Bible and to land us in 
abysmal skepticism. The Word of God 
is the sword of the Spirit. Those who 
have a mutilated and expurgated Bible 
have only a dented or broken sword with 
which to meet the attacks of the Adver- 
sary. The adversaries of Protestantism 
today are numerous and they are aggres- 
sive. Communism, Romanism, Judaism 
are three of the greatest. But her worst 
enemies are those within her own ranks 
who undermine her faith in the Bible 
as the inspired and infallible Word of 
God, which is the very heart and core 
of Protestantism. The “large masses of 
the population” will not read the Bible, 
if they are taught to disbelieve what it 
says. They will not obey it, if they are 
taught to question its authority. It 
would be absurd to expect this of them. 

Finally, there is the practical ques 
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tion, What are we to do about it? First 
of all it concerns our own personal faith. 
Will we believe and trust the Bible in 

te of the critics, or will we believe 
the critics in spite of the Bible? The 
other question concerns our responsibil- 
ity for others, especially the lambs of 
the flock. Every Bible-believing Chris- 
tian should do all that he or she can to 
pring it about that the teaching in the 
Sunday schools of our _ respective 
churches and denominations will be in 
harmony with what the Bible teaches. 
Otherwise our elaborate and expensive 
programs for Christian education will be 
yseless. They will be worse than use- 
less. They will be positively harmful.

The Story of Joseph. By Josephine 
Sanger Lau. (Abingdon-Cokesbury 
Press, Nashville, 2, Tenn., $2.) One of 
the best-loved stories in the Bible is that 
of Joseph. Mrs. Lau has taken that 
story and supplied, from her own im- 
agination, the intimate details of 
Joseph’s boyhood, his family life and re- 
lationships, and the birth of his baby 
brother Benjamin with the resultant 
death of his beloved mother. The author 
makes it seem natural to believe that 
the favoritism shown by the overindul- 
gence*of his father and the dreams that 
showed his preferment above his 
brothers should have developed in 
Joseph an exaggerated opinion of his 
own importance, and in his ten older 
brothers a jealous hatred for himself. 
Mrs. Lau also tells of Joseph’s training 
as a scribe and accountant (as a neces- 
sary preparation toward his success in 
later years in Egypt), the gift of the 
coat of many colors—and the reason 
for that gift, the cruelty of his brothers 
in selling him into slavery, and the ulti- 
mate triumph of a life that was guarded 
and guided by the Lord God Almighty. 
“The Story of Joseph” is beautifully 
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written, and is not in the least over. 
drawn. The illustrations, which are pe) 
drawings, are by Edward and Stephanj 
Godwin, and add greatly to the attractiy,. 
appearance of the book.

Clovis G. Chappell. (Abingdon-Cokes. 
bury’ Press, Nashville 2, Tenn., $2.) The 
Book of Acts is the source of Dr. Chap- 
pell’s messages in his latest volume of 
meditations on the Word. There are sey- 
enteen sermons, each one a unit in itself, 
based on as many different texts. The 
messages make good reading. They are 
thoughtful, uplifting, challenging, con- 
soling. There are well-chosen illustra- 
tions. The vocabulary is masterfully 
simple. Such themes as service, prayer, 
guidance, and the like, are helpfully 
treated. It is, therefore, most disturbing 


to discover that Dr, Chappell questions 


the fact of the visible, physical return 
of the Lord and teaches that Jesus came 
“in the Holy Spirit” on the day of Pen- 
tecost. Also, in a message on “The Judg- 
ment,” there seems to be confusion as 
to who is judged when. Here and there, 
the language is not clear, or is contra- 
dictory. For example, it is stated, “No 
man is to be approved for his orthodoxy 
or condemned for his lack of it,” then, 
two pages later, “If we accept him 
[Jesus] as Saviour, we have nothing to 
fear.” Statements such as these make 
one wish for more doctrinal clarity and 
emphasis from our preachers, especially 
one so gifted as Dr. Chappell.
